ALBERT RULES 
IN BELGIUM 


Successor to King Leopold 
Ascends the Throne. 


SWORN IN BY PARLIAMENT 


Promises Reforms In Congo Free State 
In Speech to Member* — Receives 
Enthusiastic Greetings From 
the 
Populace. 


Brussels, Dec. 24. — Another young 
king came into power, when Albert I. 
ascended the throne of Belgium. 
If 
the Belgians respected Leopold IL they 
love Albert I. 
Everywhere there was 
merrymaking. 
He was sworn In by 
parliament 
Prince Albert and his wife. Princes* 
Elizabeth, entered the capital from 
Laeken amid the pealing of church 
bells and the firing of salutes of 101 
guns. The Belgian and Congolese flags 
were everywhere. 
Th# streets were 
crowded with people, and balconies, 
windows and roofs of houses along the 
line of march to the chamber of depu­ 
ties were also thronged. 
When the king entered the chamber 
of deputies he was greeted with loud 
end prolonged cherineg. the deputies 
standing and waving their hats and 
handkerchiefs. The Socialists attempt­ 
ed to utter republican cries, but these 
w ere drowned by the cheers. 
The new king in bis speech to the 
members of the parliament dwelt on 
the prodigies which King Leopold II. 
had accomplished in Africa with the 
constant endeavor of enriching the 
ration. He continued: 
“The time has come for Belgium to 
think of her destiny and examine the 
reeds of the future. 
Belgium is rich 
and happy, but riches create duties 
for peoples as well as for 
uals.”
